He 
revealed that the cruisers Topeka 
Oklahoma City, Atlanta and Day- 
ton and the destroyers Ault and 
John W. Weeks were among the 
ships that struck the blow. 
For more than an hour, beginning 
late last night and continuing to- 
day, their guns blasted shore de- 
fenses arouond Nojima Point. No- 
jima is 50 miles south of Tokyo and 
55 miles from the imperial palace.

Homcmakers who plan to freeze 


peaches this summer will welcome 
the news that research scientists 
have solved the problem of dark- 
ening, advises Miss Vera Sneed, 
county home demonstration agent. 


She points 
out that 
frozen 


peaches exposed to the nir during 
thawing 
often 
turn brown, and 


that peaches 
ordinarily 
darken 


rapidly after peeling. 
This dark- 


ening does not Indicate spoilage, 
according to Miss Snecd. hut it 
gives the peaches an unattractive 
color and sometimes develops off- 
flavors. 


Successful Tests. 
Laboratory tests on various anti- 


darkening agents have been made 
by home freezing 
specialists 
of 


the U. S. department of agricul- 
ture. 
They 
find 
that 
careful 


handling 
during 
freezing 
and 


thawing helps to prevent darken- 
ing, but for the best results, they 
recommend 
using 
either 
citric j 


p.cld or ascorbic acid (Vitamin C) ) 
as follows: 


Immediately after peaches an 


peeled and sliced, dip them for 
one minute Into a solution of cit- 
ric acid, made by dissolving 1-4
